Mrs. Birgit Williams, who told 
BARB last January how she was 
manhandled by six Berkeley cops, 
triumphed last week. She was 
found "not guilty" of charges of 
possession of LSD and resisting 

Last year Mrs. Williams. Ber¬ 
keley housewife, described how 
police entered her home without a 
warrant because they found her 
children playing with a hypodermic 
needle. They found a little tin 
box of pills in her house and 
charged her with "possession of 
"dangerous drugs” even though 
nobody knew what the pills con- 

Angered at the illegal search and 
seizure, Mrs. Williams refused to 
cooperate with the police. and 
would not give them her name. 
Theji then charged her with re- 

She reported that she was hand¬ 
cuffed, her arms were twisted, 
and she was generally mistreated 
by them. 

At her trial last week, Mrs. 
Williams was found not guilty of 
the two charges, and her plea was 
reduced to “disturbingthepeace.’’ 
Her report and sentence will be 
held on December 19.

Rome will be the scene of the 
First International European Pop 
Festival, a musical blowout de¬ 
signed to make Monterey look 
small-time. Proposed dates for 
the FIEPF are February 19-25. 

At least fifty rock and jazz 
groups from the USA and Europe 
will participate, according to a 
letter received from Rome by 
Robert Bleggi. San Francisco dir- 

Groups that have already ac¬ 
cepted include the Cream, Jimi 
Hendrix. Procol Harum, Pink 
Floyd, Traffic, the Who, and the 
Rolling Stones. 

Invitations are also going out 
to more than ten San Francisco 
groups, several of whom have 
already made verbal acceptances 
and are awaiting contracts. 

In addition, two groups have 
been secured from the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, one from Jugoslavia, three 
from France, and two from Spain. 
Ravi Shankar has been invited 
to represent India and the Chinese 
government has also been con¬ 
tacted for representation. 

The Festival, which is being or¬ 
ganized by a coalition of Italian 
musicos and ex-Haight people, 
will be held in the Palazzo Dello 
Sport (capacity 15,500) where both 
the Beatles and Stones have played. 

"The people over there are 
really ready for the San Francisco 
music thing,” BARB was told this 
week by a recent European re¬ 
turnee. ’’It'll blow their minds 
wide open." 

Festival planners are off to a 
good start. Three solid local 
groups. The Phoenix, Mt. Rush- 
more, and Marble Farm, are 
scheduled to leave in several weeks 
for a two-month promotional tour 
of Scandinavia, France. Spain, En¬ 
gland, and Italy.

Somebody's going to win the election next No¬ 
vember, and it won't be you—not if you oppose 
the war in Vietnam and believe there's a fight 
for freedom to be waged here at home. 

So you can just ignore the elections, pretend 
they aren't happening. But of course they will be 
happenir^, and as the year drags on it will get 
harder and harder to ignore them. They'll be 
billed as the right way to exercise dissent, the 
American way. You'll be told that you should 
speak your piece in the polling booth, and kindly 
keep your mouth shut everywhere else. 

Or you can pray for some kind of a fluke. You 
can back some candidate who doesn't look as bad 
as the others (though you're not really sure what 
he stands for), in the hope that A will force B to 
withdraw and C will pull enoughvotes away from 
D so that your man can win—if he really is your 
man, that is. 

There's no getting out of the fact that we're in a 
bind. And it's natural enough for us to be in a 
bind, since all these years we've been playing 
futile little games inside the Democratic party 
instead of organizing ourselves independently. 
We face such a desperate situation this year be¬ 
cause in 1964, when we should have started or¬ 
ganizing a new political force, most of us were 
busy supporting Lyndon Johnson (the man who 
wasn't “going to send American boys nine or ten 
thousand miles away to do a job that Asian boys 
should be doing"). 

So now it's time to get to work. A new force 
has been created in California politics—the 
Peace and Freedom Party. If we can qualify the 
Peace and Freedom Party for the ballot, despite 
California's restrictive laws against new par¬ 
ties, we will by that act alone tremendously 
strengthen the new force. 

To qualify the Peace and Freedom Party for 
the ballot, 66,059 eligible voters must register to 
vote, giving Peace and Freedom as their politi¬ 
cal affiliation; and they must do so before De¬ 
cember 31. 

Close to a thousand deputy registrars are at 
work in twenty different counties, registering 
voters for the Peace and Freedom Party. If you 
haven't registered Peace and Freedom yet, do it 
right away. It takes only three or four minutes 
of your time plus your signature. Then get in 
touch with the Peace and Freedom headquarters 
in your county and make them put you to work. 

There's still time left to start doing what we 
should have been doing all these years.

When San Francisco State got its 
dose of the black ghetto last Wed¬ 
nesday, what had been scheduled 
as a political demonstration quick¬ 
ly turned into a racial conflict. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
a large majority of the white 
people on campus that day would 
have greatly preferred the pre¬ 
sence of police over the presence 
of black people. White student 
activists were themselves geared 
lor a confrontation with the police, 
but not for the fear and hostility 
the campus harbored lor black 

Where the racism overtly sur¬ 
faced, activists were laced with a 
cultural situation, not a political 
one, and the inability to deal with 
that effectively is indicative of the 
ingrown values and attitudes per¬ 
petuated by this society. The cam¬ 
pus itself found internal racism a 
bitter pill to swallow, and quickly 
moved on to a more comfortable 
issue — that of defending John 
SummersklU from the wrath of 
the College Trustees. With the 
center of focus having been suc¬ 
cessfully switched for the white 
college community, activists met 
only hostility when they attempt¬ 
ed to push forward the demand 
that SummersklU reinstate the four 
suspended black students. Nobody 
really knew how to deal with rac¬ 
ism. So instead the issue became 
one of violence, which is always 
the point of departure when black 
people rebel against the racism 
that oppresses them. Since Presi¬ 
dent SummersklU had avoided pos¬ 
sible violence last Wednesday, he 
became the Uberal rallying point. 

With this situation, the funda¬ 
mental dynamics around the Wed¬ 
nesday upheaval and its impll- 
caUons lor the differing aspects 
of the college community were 
passed over. Few people stopped 
to examine the visceral fear and 
hostUlty they felt toward the black 
people who came on campus. It 
was inconsistent lor people who 
imagined themselves enlightened 
in the Held of race relations to 
suddenly be seriously threatened 
by the presence of angry black 

The whole intellectual rationale 
built up to discredit personal pre¬ 
judices had crumbled, and people 
were left with the reality of their 
repressed fears and biases toward 
a race to whom they had pledged 
their sympathy. Guilt easily de¬ 
teriorated Into hatred. The black 
people had faUed to act politely; 
in fact, they had refused to stay 
where they belonged. Open-minded¬ 
ness toward the black community 
could only exist if black people 
responded with proper gratitude. 
The college’s attitude was simply 
an updated version of plantation 

There was also the fact that 
the black people who came on 
campus seemed to have tew re¬ 
servations about literally destroy¬ 
ing the campus. From a white 
perspective, it was hard to under¬ 
stand why they saw San Francisco 
State as an institution which per¬ 
petrates black servitude. It was 
even harder to deal with, given 
that the same institution perpe¬ 
trates the well-being of white peo¬ 
ple, and is even a way of life for 
some. 

It tended to come down to the 
question of whether or not both 
the white and the black communi¬ 
ties could benefit from the college 
within the framework of the exist¬ 
ing social situation. And black 
people were saying, in effect, that 
they could not unless there were 
some fundamental structural chan¬ 
ges. Since these changes, often 
promised, were not forthcoming, 
then the college had to be de-

The student 
movement is radical because of 
its , observations and its con¬ 
science, not because of an exlst- 
ential necessity. K has not suffered 
from overt oppression,' and per¬ 
haps because of this, it has tended 
to identify with the black move- 
ment in this country. But the 
development of the two movements 
is not parallel, and the context 
and style adopted by each are at 
different levels. 

This situation became evident 
with the development of the recent 
events at San Francisco State. The 
black people participating in the 
upheaval set the context and con¬ 
trolled its direction.

cals at the periphery wanted to 
relate to them, but found It dif¬ 
ficult, On the one hand there was 
the all-out assault on the college 
to which white activists were not 
ready to commit themselves. On 
the other hand, there was the open 
hostility of a liberal student body 
which they sought as their base. 
If they moved with the black stu¬ 
dents, they became isolated. If 
they moved with the liberals, it 
was tantamount to a betrayal of 
principle. It was a perplexing pre¬ 
dicament in which there was little 
flexibility. But it did result in some 
needed introspection, which in the 
long run should prove valuable. 
Meanwhile, the campus remains 
in flux, with even white radicals 
far from being solidified. Yet these 
same radicals precipitated a crisis 
that goes to the roots of the nature 
of the college and those who in¬ 
habit it. In this respect, the events 
during the past week at San Fran¬ 
cisco State have been healthy.
